ALOHA—Medium sized single flower with Cyclamen purple corolla and white sepals 
with green tips. Very long pistils ana anthers, 6 feet tall, upright. 


BELLISIMA—Very large single flowers with Deep Purple long corolla and bright red 
sepals five inches across. 6 feet tall, upright. 


DIAWILLIS—Above medium size, single flowers with Palest Tyrian Rose corolla, and 
Pale Rose Bengal sepals. 5 feet tall upright; a very fine plant. 


*FROSTY—A large single fine white long corolla with red lines, Dark Crimson sepals 
and tube. May be grown in hangers. 


GALATHEA—A 6 foot upright, long, very floriferous, with pale crimson well curved 


sepals and Rose Bengal corolla. 


GEISHA—Brilliant Dark Crimson upright sepals. Pale Mallow Purple single corolla 
with red veins. Petals curved outside; very different. 4 feet high. 


LILANI—An odd flower, double Rhodamine Purple corolla with all petals scalloped. 
Sepals and tube Dark Crimson: 4 feet tall, upright. 


*MEI LING—Very Pale Lilac Blue corolla, semi double. Pink upright sepals; may be 


grown in hangers. 


PACIFIC GROVE—Very fine double flowers with Bishop Violet corolla and smaller 
Pale Crimson petals outside, merging into Darker Crimson, leathery upright 
sepals. 8 feet tall; upright; a very strong grower. 


*PEBBLE BEACH—A very strong grower with an abundance of fine large flowers with 
Dark Sulferino Purple single corolla and very long, finely curled up Pale Rose 
Madder sepals and White tube. May be grown in hangers. 


PINK PERFECTION—A beautiful medium size plant. Double flowers of Pale Pink 


corolla and Dark Pink upright sepals. 


PIQUANT—A very floriferous, tall, upright plant with medium sized well shaped 
single Pale Magenta corolla and Pale Rose Madder upcurved sepals. 


POWDER BLUE—Single and double, the palest blue corolla and Tyrian Rose sepals. 


Grows to perfection in shade; 6 feet tall. 


ROSETTE—Dark Rose Madder upright sepals, Dark Rhodamine Purple double short 


rose bud corolla. 3 feet tall. 


SUEY HO—Pale Phlox Pink upright sepals, White with Red lines single corolla, long 
dark red stamens, long pistils. 3 foot upright growth. 


VIVIEN LEE—Medium size single flower with very Pale Pink corolla and slightly Darker 
sepals. 3 foot upright.

DRESDEN—Semi double with inside large petals in Mauve, and small outside ones in 
Neyron Rose. A strong grower, 


GARNET—Very deepest Red single corolla, curled up sepals. 
*HARMONY—Rose Bengal single corolla, Geranium Lake calix. 
*JOHN DAVIS—Long Magenta single corolla, Geranium Lake calix. 
*MIRAMAR—Solferino Purple single corolla, Ivory Rose calix. 
ROSANA—A fine large self double in Solferino Purple. 
TARANTELLA—A single wide open curved Magenta corolla. 
*TERRACOTTA—Single corolla and sepals of a striking new red. 


TRIUMPHANT—Single and semi double very large brilliant Purple corolla, Red up- 
right sepals. Large plant, very floriferous.

BLACK PRINCESS—Red sepals and tube. Deep purple wide open single corolla, 


strong grower with masses of flowers. 


BLUE MOON—Praised for its nearest to true blue semi double corolla. The original 
parent of the new line in blues. 


BOLERO—Vary large double, well shaped dark plum purple corolla and leathery 
bright red calix. Very floriferous. 


*CHARLES ABRAHAM—So named to honor a San Francisco pioneer in fuchsia 


culture. A most beautiful red and purple large flower. 
COLLINGWOOD—A fine member of the ''new white line." 


CONCHILLA—AI! globular, all curved, short semi double amethyst violet corolla, 
changing to rhodamine purple, fully rolled up sepals. 


ELECTRA—(Azalia)—A well shaped new form, double with wide open center. Red 
calix, pale pink and rose veined corolla. 
FRITZ KREISLER—A beautiful new type, single or semi double. Rhodamine purple 


corolla and crimson sepals. 


HEAVENLY BLUE—A real beauty in the single and long form. Pale blue corolla, 
long narrow sepals pale pink, all rolled up. 
HONEY MOON-—A true sensation in blue. Semi double wide open veronica blue 
corolla and red sepals.

Pale ivory tube and sepals. 
SCARLET BABY—Most graceful single red and purple. Brilliant red perfect! 
curved sepals. Long stamen and pistil. Large plant. 
SUNSET—A well shaped bush with fine foliage, pale pink calix, and wide open 
single corolla of brightest sunset color. 
SUPER COLOSSAL—Double red and purple. Exceeding most others in size and 
profusion of blooms. Strong upright grower. 
SYMPHONY—Very graceful single flowers with long, very pale phlox pink sepals 
and pale cobalt violet corolla. 
UTOPIA—The largest single perfectly shaped fuchsia. Dark tyrian rose corolla, 
brilliant crimson rolled up sepals. 
VIOLET—Masses of flowers the whole year. Medium size, short double corolla of 
dark Bishop Violet, very long stamens and pistil. Medium Scarlet upright sepals. 
WHITEMOST—A sensational beauty. Perfectly white fluffy large corolla end faintly 
pink sepals. Extremely floriferous.
